Fifteen years ago, or even three 


years ago, Coshocton did not have 
natural gas. 
Today it has an abund- 


ance of natural gas piped from thirty 
miles away and is sold for domestic 
purposes at 25 cents a thousand. 


Eighteen years ago in the job de- 


partment of The Age office, there was 
founded the 
Tuscarora 
Advertising 


company, 
a name 
which, 
though 


now obsolete, is dear to the memory 
of Coshocton. From that modest be- 
ginning the 
Tuscarora 
Advert'-sing 


company grew and grew, 
like 
the 


old apple tree, until it outgrew 
its 


quarters and had to move. 
Build- 


ing after building has been added to 
the factory since, until now it occu- 
pies a flooi space of six acres and 
the end of its growth is not 
yet. 


"hat 
was the first plant that grew 


from the seeds of advertising in Co- 
shocton. Like the flowers that bud 
and blossom from'the fertile soil, its 
seeds were scattered by the winds of 
enterprise and other plants of a like 
nature took root and grew up around 
it and all have 
Green Bay tree. 


flourished as the 
One after another 


have these plants 
grown up 
and 


spread out and extended their lines 
of usefulness until each now is an im- 
portant factor in the commercial and 
industrial development

The Russian Woman 


at Home 


T 


HE people of other lands know 


of the Russian women of the 
nobility, the duchesses and 
princesses, beautiful, accom- 


plished, speaking a dozen languages 
fluently and often dangerously fasci- 
nating. Occasionally one of these fas- 
cinating Russian women in other lands 
is a government spy of the most adroit 
kind. Russian ladies in foreign capi- 
tals, like Russian men of the upper 
classes, are splendid spendthrifts. And 
now and then a Russian actress or 
einger flashes upon the public glori- 
ously, showing the marvelous artistic 
gifts of the Russian woman 


But of the millions of working Russ 


women, those who toil In field and fac- 
tory and bide in abject lifelong pov- 
erty, outsiders know almost nothing. 
Even the women of the nobility, who 
spend so lavishly in foreign cities and 
in their own capital, often pass the 
summers skimping and raising farm 
produce upon their country estates in 
order to get money for the gay city 
season. 


Women of the peasant class, more 


numerous than any other, have the 
hatdest, saddest existent e 
of any. 


What life is to them muj be known 
from this In their language the word 


for "suffering" and for "farm work" Is 
one and the same. The peasants own 
no land, but live on the great estates 
of the nobility. 


On a large estate the wife of the 


owner is called the "great lady." She 
and her daughters or other feminine 
relatives manage all the departments of 
dairying, fruit culture, poultry searing, 
the sheep shearing and wool industry; 
also the processes of turning flax into 
cloth, which is 
done at home 
on the estate.

works in the field and does her house- 
work and sewing, so that her work is 
harder than her husband's.

wom-n go barefoot all summer. They 
have no beds to sleep in. They tumble 
upon the miserable floors at night. In 
summer w|pn night comes they often 
drop down in the fields where they are 
at work and sleep like the four footed 
creature* till morning: 


The food of these hapless peasants 


seems the toughest dose of all. They 
have almost nothing to eat except a 
soup made of soured- cabbage, a sort of 
kraut, and rye bread. Sometimes the 
soup' in made of fermented beets. The 
soup Is eaten with rye bread, even that 
being frequently adulterated with chop- 
ped straw, a* If It were horse feed. On 
Sunday* and holiday* there may be 
some meat. 
No comfortable cup of 


warming, *timulating coffee has the 
Russian mother when *he goes to her 
farm work in the morning.

Then, kneeling or even bowing their 
heads to the floor, kissing her hands 
and her feet, clinging to her dress, they 
make petitions until she grants 2 far- 
things to buy something for the baby 
or allows the felling of a tree for the 
repairing of a hut. The lady will scold 
in a whirlwind of rage or laugh until 
she cries, but she always helps, always 
forgives."

When a girl baby 
is born in a wealthy family the- nurse 
always -wears a red dress; If the Infari 
is a boy the nurse wears blue. 


When the cold weather cuts off farm 


work Russian peasant women who car 
do so flock to the cities and get work in 
factories. 
This Is the only ray o 


brightness in their poor lives. 


One curious custom of the Russian 


peasant women might well be con- 
mended to their class elsewhere. This 
is their weekly bath. In every neigh- 
borhood, no matter how poor, there is a 
steam bath, often a mere hut outward- 
ly, but fitted Cor Its purpose within. A 
great steam Is raised by pouring water 
upon hot stones, and in that the poor 
people cleanse and aoften the skin. Ac- 
commodations are provided for the 
renovation 
of their 
undergarments. 


They wash their body linen aa well as 
themselves and then run home to Met 
the men use the bath. The outer cloth- 
Ing of both sexes is in wintfr sheep- 
skin with the wool on. These woolly 
akin clothes have a serious drawback, 
however. 
They cannot be cleaned. 


And Russian housekeeping, high or low, 
Is not altogether that of a well regu- 
lated American home. 


Hope for Russia lies In the rapidly 


increasing number of educated and hu- 
manitarian women of the middle cla*». 
It is only within about twenty years 
that women have been allowed to strike 
*ven an entering wedge into any of the 
learned professions.s. They are so bril- 
liant Intellectually, though, and so 
zealous in their love for their own land

When Manchester decided to erect 


tenement houses her 
officials went 


about it in no half hearted way. There 
•was a district in Oldham road where 
death reaped an annual harvest of from 
50 to SO out of every 1,000 who were 
condemned to IJve there. It was a vile 
district,'and in 38U3 the- city raxed the 
hovels, purchased the land and built 
homes for its people. As it stands to 
day it Is undoubtedly the finest "model 
tenement" in Crwit lirltain, and any 
criticism I may maUe ol' it is not direct- 
ed against the building or its manage- 
ment, but nguiu'-t (he u hole .system of 
municipal tenement ph-nning. 


So far as any scheme which contem- 


plates housing a thousand, more or less, 
persons in a limited area can be a suc- 
cess, this one fully meets all require- 
ments. Those who formerly lived in 
wretched dens now are tenants in an 
edifice which with the land represents 
«n expenditure of about $750,000. The 
death rate has fallen from 50 to less 
than 30. There is not a room in the 
building which does not open directly 
to the street or to an enormous court, 
find there is not a better ventilated' 
structure in the world. No room is less 
than nine feet high, and the smallest 
rooms cover 108 square feet, or about 
10 by 11 feet. Most of the apartments 
are of two rooms, und the rent aver- 
ages $1 a Aveek. 


The building is five stories high and 


is built around an immense quadrangu- 
lar court about 130 feet square. This 
was designed for a playground, but I 
noticed that the children preferred the 
streets. The wsilla are of rod brick, 
with stone und terra cotta trimmings, 
and the architectural effect far excels 
that of the average first class flat or 
apartment building in American cities. 
Everything in reason that money and 
sanitary science can render has been, 
done, but the building is not popular, 
though most of the rooms are taken, 
nnd it is a paying investment from a 
financial point. 


There is a distressing sameness about 


the quarters. When you have looked 
tit two rooms you have seen all there is 
to see. There is too much brick nnd 
niortnr. it benrs the aspect of a per- 
son. It is a thousand times better, no 
doubt, than the quarters which were 
torn down, and It in vastly superior to 
the habitation of the average laborer, 
no mutter what his country, but Man- 
chester will never erect another tene- 
ment house on so elaborate a scale. 


The city Is now at work on a far dif- 


ferent style of dwellings. 
They are 


not so ornate, and they are not so ex- 
pensive, but In the opinion of the high- 
est civic authorities in the world they 
represent the type of the future. On the 
edge of the city the municipality has 
purchased several hundred acres of land 
and on it is erecting cottages, which 
will be rented to persons of small 
means. Kach cottage will have its gar- 
den, and there will be parks and play- 
grounds, schools nnd churches nnd all 
of the ordinary comforts of a normal 
existence. This may be too good for a 
man who simply works for a living, 
and it is possible that Manchester and 
other Brilish cities are assuming more 
responsibility than normally attaches 
to municipal governments. I shall not 
argue this, but it may be set down as 
a self evident proposition that crime, 
poverty and disease flourish where 
houses number the more stories, where 
people arc crowded into the smaller 
areas and where they arc denied con- 
tact'with the soil. The great cities of 
England and Scotland have learned this 
lesson and are profiting by it.

mate of the casualties attending th* 
collapse of the reservoir here is still 
impossible, it is stated that there 
were 236 men in the lower part Ot 
the reservoir, all of whom were killei. 
It appears that underneath the foun- 
dations of the reservoir were, water 
pipes used to supply the palace aa4 
Old Madrid. It is stated that this was 
the cause of the subsidence, and not 
the surface of the ground, which, when 
tests were made, sank only 11 milli- 
meters. The vault was built of cement 
with iren girders, as were also th« 
supporting columns. The first fafl 
caused mil the pillars to bend and the 
end of the iron work to sjretch, result- 
ing in a general and uniform collapsa. 
Numerous heartrending incidents and 
painful scenes are reported. Ten of 
those who were rescued alive har« 
gone mad. A huge crowd stand* 
around th« scene watching the at- 
tempts at rescue. King Alfonso had a 
telephone wire laii from the scene ot 
the disaster to the palace, and by that 
means was kept constantly informed. 
The king again Visited the hospitals. 
Some of the injured have died. 


Carrying black banners, more that 


five thousand workmen made a dem- 
onstration near the scene af Satur- 
day's icservoir disaster,'in which hun- 
dreds were killed or injured. The pa- 
lice, on seizing the flags, were stoaet 
by the crowd, and several persons on 
both sides were seriously injured.

The outlook for the coal operators 


and miners in this district for the 
com'ng season are not very flattering 
because of the 
disadvantages 
the 


local men have to contend with, ac- 
cording o the statements of a prom- 
inent coa' operator last evening. 


The reason for the 
discouraging 


outlooks teems to be the high rates 
prevailing in this district, as 
com- 


pared w l:i other districts, 
the dif- 


ference being between 15 
and 
20 


cents per ton, in the cost of putting 
the coal en the cars, ready for ship- 
ment. 


Cheaper Elsewhere. 


Thus it will readily be seen that 


the local mines cannot hope to com- 
pete with mines in other districts in 
supply ng the demand. The foreign 
mines ha\e the advantage 
of the 


cheaper Yost of production in the first 
place an-l I lion (hare is another reas- 
on why ILey can outclass the local 
mines. 


Less Coal Here. 


In other districts the veins of coal 


run a five foot, to a 10 or 12 foot 


vein, while here in this section the 
average depth or the veins is three 
and a half feet. It costs the local 
operators just as much money 
to 


mine the lesser vein as the opera- 
tors in other districts spend to reach 
the deeper veins. 


While the scale of prices all over 


the country practically have 
been 


fixed, there yet remains local differ- 
ences to eettle. The conditions here 
are different and always have been, 
and for yeais the operators here in 
this district have 
been 
forced to 


make separate terms 
of agreement 


with the miners. 


Stocked Up. 


In anticipation of the annual settle 


ment of the wage scale,* which took 
place about April 1, all of the opera- 
tors slocked up on coal, having kept 
their mineL runn ng every day up to 
that time. They did this in order to 
have a large amount of coal 
on 


hand to n.eet any contingency. 


Now the- operators have 
enough 


coal to supply the demand, and as 
a consequence there is not any too 
much work for the miners.
